2. About 18 ground-attack plenes took off in the D&beritz arca and landed at Nord- 
hausen on 28 Septenber.* At least part of this group remained at Nordhausen 
during the next two days; they practised firing at ground targets and tanks on 
30 Pelveneers 


3. Five planes, believed to be courier planes, took off at Sagan (B26; in Lowr 
Silosia), flew over Deutsch=Krone (R 84), and landed in the vicinity of Falken~ 
pure (G48). (These towns are in the Polish-administered area). 


4. Flying vas restricted 02 29 September by bad weather. The following regiments 
were confirmed at their previous fields: 


a. One firhter regiment each at Alt-Linnewits, Brandenbure, Zerbst, and Brandis. 
b. One bonber rovtinent at Klotzsche.
